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REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 and new Claim 20 are active in the case. Claims 8-19 stand withdrawn 
from consideration. Reconsideration is respectfully requested. 

The present invention relates to UV absorbers that have an affinity for textile fibers.

Claims 1-7 have been amended to make minor corrections of form thereto. None of 
the amendments are believed to have introduced new matter into the claims and entry of the 
amendments into the record is respectfully requested.
